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i. The Preparatory Session of the Sixth All-China Labor Congress was opened in 
Tearbin on 31 duly 1946 with LIU Ning=-i, Chairman of the Congress Preparatory 
ormittee » presiding. Lf ilsieh=po, Secretary-—General of the Congress 
Preparatory Committee, first made a report on the past functions of the 

Preparatory Committee, The following is a summary of the major points of 
fi's report: 


Originally it was planned to call the Liberated Area Congress of 
Buployees' and Laborers’ Pelegates ( LACELD )( Chieh Fang Chtu Chih 

Kung Tad Piao Ta Hul FA =a & A Se HG Rk RB) 

in Yenan in September 19453 the Preparatory Committee for thia congress 
had been formed by the delegates of the various general labor unions of 
the liberated Areas and was organized in Yenan in April 1945. TENG Fe 
(3 4) was chairman of this committees; since TuNG’s death in April 
i916, LIU Ning~i has been Chairman of the committee. Because of the 
Japanese surrender which forced the canmittee te be active in varicus 
new areas which the Chinese Communists occupied ahsad of the Ruomintang 
forces, the convocation of the LACULD wes postponed. Finally, in March 
2918 the Preparatory Committee notified the various labor unions of the 
liberated Areas to prepare for the All-Liberated Areas Congress of i 
Papleyeea? and Laborers? Delenates. 


hecording to the cormittee’s announcenent, tiis con:ress was to be held 

in Harbin on 10 June 1948. Because of rayuests from CHU Hsueh-f'an and the 

Shaenchai, Tientsin and other underground "democratic labor unions" in the 

then Kuomintang~controlled areas to send delegates of their unions to 
attend the congreas, the date for the conzress was aguin postponed to 
1 August 1948 in order to allow sufficient time for the underground 
delegates of the various unions to arrive in Harbin. As the congresa 

then was not limited only to delegates of the liberated Areas, LIU Ning~i, 

CHU Hsueh-fan and various other leaders of the "democratic labor unicns" 

sucgested that the title for the congress be changed to the Sixth All= 

China labor Congress; this su.jgestlon was approved by the Preparatory 

Committee on 30 July "1948. 
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After LI Hsieh-po finished presenting the above report, the new name for the 
congress was passed in the preparatery session of the congress. The Presidiun 

af the Congress of 34 members and the agenda for the congress were alse passed 

in the preparatery session.

2, The opening session of the Sixth All-China Labor Congress took place on i August 


19,@ in Harbin with 504 labor delegates attending. These included delsestes fron 
North, East, Northeast, Nerthwest ard Central China (the geozraphical divisions 
applied to China by the CCP), the Krangtung-Kwangsi and other Liberated Areas, 

the labor delegates (mostly CCP underground personnel responsibie for fomenting 
atrikes anc recruiting personnel) from Shanghai, Tientsin, Wuhan and other 
iuenintang-controlled cities and muricipalities, the labor delegates of railroads, 
wines, military installations, electric isatallations, weaving industries and 
ather so-called productive enterprises (Ch'an Yeh Pu Men #& & tp PY), the 
delegates of the Liberated Areas Employees! and Laborers' General Union (Chieh 
ang Chu Chih Kung Tsung Hud #7 ai, 4h WA 18% FP, the association le? by 
CHU Hsueh~fan), and the various "democratic labor unions" in the Kuomintary- 
controlled areas.

.. The session opened with all members singing The Internationale. Then the following 


Honorary Presidiun" was passed:

The composition of the "Honorary Presidium" and its passage were simply a formality. 
Actually all projects and resolutions were formulated or decided upon beforehand 

by the Presidium of the Congress before presenting them to the delegates present 
for agreenont or passage, and this passage was always accomplished without argument 
and the delegates simply followed the lead of the Presidium. 


Following the passage of the "Honorery Presidiun," LI Li-san, representing the 
Presidium of the Congress, delivered the opening speech which lasted three hours. 
The major points of his address, in summary, were as follows: 


The past five All-China labor Congresses were held under the leadership of the 
Chinese Communist Party. It was because of the guidance of the Chinese Communist 
Party that the Chinese labor class started their revolutionary struggle and 
revolutionary lubor movements which have resulted in the present achievenments 

of "political rights and liberation." It was because of the "revoluti.uary 
military strength of CHU Te" and the “national leadership of KAO Tse~tung" that 
the Chinese labor class has the present chance of holding the Sixth Ali-China 
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iabor Congress in the [iterated bunicipality of Harbin, It was because of 

“ie assistance of the labor classes of other nations of the world and "the 
help of the peeple of the USSR and that of the Soviet Red Army which demolished 
the Japanese troops and liberated the Northeast® that the Chinese people were 
freed from Japanese oppression. Therefore, the Sixth All-Ching Labor Congress 
neve rapresents the national lebor class of China in a salute to CHU Te, MAO 
Vee-tune and Stalin. The mission of the Sixth All-China Labor Conzress is to 
Jizeuss how to increase the unity among the labor class in suppressing the 
world reactionary force led by American Imperlalism and how to unite with all. 
‘4denocratic classes of the nation" in completely den olishing the Kuomintarg 
renctionary groups and establishing an independent, liberal, democratic and 
unified mew China as pointed out by Chairman LAO Tse-tung. , 


Atter £2 Li-san finished his report and the applause subsided, the Presidium 
members spent about half an hour in reading the telegrams and letters of con= 
syvatwlations sent te the congress from the CCP Politburo, the USSR AUCCTU, the 

J, the Srench Employees and Laborers Joint Union, the "democratic" labor 

unions of America, the Thailand Employees! and Laborers‘ General Union, the 
averseas Coinese labor unions, the China Labor Association, the Democratic 

Leagues, Kusmintang Revol aL LOR Ty Cormittee and other minority "democratic" parties. 


The Political Commissars LO Jung -hucn and LIN Feng suceessively gave speeches 
ouragin: the laborers to cooperate closely and to work Gopeties with the 
apie ts Liberation Army in liberating the whole of China. FENG Chung-yun, 
CHU Ch'iewen and other "guests" of the Congress also gave sane words of encourage~ 
ment and congratulations, ‘The session ended with the passaze of a motion to send 
telegrams of salute to Stalin, MAO Tsewtung and CHU Te as drafted by the Presidiun. 


The secord session took place on Z Aucust 1948 and the highlight of this meeting 
was a lengthy political report by KAO Kang (3 i), representative of the 
Chinese Communist Party's Northeast Central Bureau (Chung Kung Tung Pei 
urrane Yang Chup 3 3k. oP 3) ). KAO presented the "historical facts" 
vagarding now the Chinese labor class had struggled under different political 
characteristics of the present national. and international Situation inte 
tMdenceratic" and "reactionay" and concluded that it is "the duty of the latos 
elass to unite with all democratic classes of the world for the overthrowing of 
American imperialism and the Kuomintang reactionary regime." 


Cne of the most significant events of the entire Congress occurred during the 
Laird session 3 Aurust 1948 when CHIEN Yun utilized the time of the entire day's 
aession to deliver a lengthy speech on the "Present Aims of the Ghinese imployee=- 
laborer (rade Union) Movement." Tne content of CH'EN's speech was actually the 
game as that of the "Resolutions" presented by LI Li-san on 17 August (see para- 
eraphs 1? and 19). Like the Resolutions themselves as well as LI li~san's pre= 
antation speech, the tone of CH'EN's address was violently anti-Kuomintang and 
j~imerican and the points of his entire speech follewed the hioscow party line. 
it~ is significant that this speech was delivered by CH'EN Yun, who is a member 
ef the Chinese Communist Party's Central Committee and Central Politburo and 
that the Nesolutions aa sucn were presented by another ardent international 
Communist, Li Li-sen. In conclusicen, CH'EN stated that in order to realige 

se alms there must be established the China National Union of Trade Unions

On 4 and 5 August 1948 the delegates at the congress were divided into gnail 
proups to discuss the reports made by KAO Kang and CH'EN Yun. There was no 
areument tm any points KAO or CH'EP sugrested. 


Oo 6 and G August sessions were recumed with LI Idesan, CHU Hsueh-fan and 
others voicing their reasons for supporting KACsand CH'EN's reports. At the 
end of the 9 August session, all delegates voted to give camplete support to 
all. poimts in KAO's and CH'EN's rerorts. 


The 10 August session and part of the session of the lith were used by CHU Hsueh- 


fan in reporting on the employees! and laborers’ movement in the Kucemintang-con- - 
trolled areas, As had LI Liesan, FAO Kane and CHIEN Yun, CHU put the struggle 
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against American imperlaliem and against the reactionary Kuomintang regime 
58 the aim of the fight of the employees and laborers in the Kuanintang~con- 
trelied areas. Then CHU related hew the "Kuomintang reactionary groups con= 
trolled and slaughtered the laborers, how the laborers suffered under the 
Kuomintang economic collapse, and how they carried out their heroic anti-CHIANG 
and anti-imerican struggle." Finally he mentioned the "historical facts# 
regarding how the Chinese Labor Association (Chung Kuo Lao Tung Hsieh Hud 
vp EN dy 3% @ ) was established and how it joined the Chinese Comiunists 
in January 1946 to realize ite similar aims. In the 11 August session, OU~YANG 
Tauejun GH 3, AM. 4) ), Chairman of the Preparatory Committee for the Establish- 
iment of the Shanghai (Communist) Labor Union, gave his om report and supported 
the stetenients of CHU Hsueh-fan. CU-YANG listed all the labor strikes and labor 
etrucples, since the Japanese surrender in 1945 end concluded that these were led 
by the "democratic labor unions" (underground) for the purpose of carrying out 
the anti-CHIANG and anti-American movements. 


In the 12 August session LIU Ning-i reported on the international trade union 
movement. He first discussed the Uorld Federation of Trade Unions (wiTU); then 
he mentioned how TENG Fa had represented the Liberated Area Labor Union and 

CHU Usueh-fan had represented the Chinese Labor Asseciation in joining the 
September 1945 Conference of the WiTU in Paris, thus establishing the link 

with international labor leaders amd international trade unions. LIU stressed 
the Lollovdngs 


Whe world democratic strength has been united under the leadership of 
Stalin and other Communist leaders of the world. To be faithful to the 
international proletariat means to be faithful to one's own race! The 
expansion of the internetional trade union strength will never cease if we 
depend on the assistance of the democratic trade unions of the USSR and 
other democratic nations of the world, upon the national people's strength 
and the overseas Chinese labor strength, and upon the victory of inter= 
mtionalism. The way te peace «nd democracy is to support the wFTU, to 
strengihen the CNUTU and to cooperate closely with the labor class of all 
nations for the formation of a united anti-American front." 


In the 13 Aurust 1948 session LI Li-san announced the Regulations zoverning 
the CNUTU. LI explained that because of the latest changes in the situation 
in Chine, new missions were nav put. before the labor movement. In order to 
fulfill these new missions, a change in the form of thé organization of the 
iabor unions was needed. Strictly speaking, different productive cnterprise 
trade unions should be the units or members of the CNUTU. All productive 
enterrrise trade unions existing 2% present, all vocational unions and all 
lecal labor unions should be members of the CNUTU. Anyone who works in any 
enterprise, school or organ and who depends on the salary or wages fren his 
manual or mental labor as the major source of his income should join as a 
momber of the respective trade union which union is in turn a member of the CNUTU ole 


There were no meetings on 14 and 1) August. In the 16 Ausust session, the 
i'residium's proposal was "passed" 4o send a telegram to the overseas Chinese 


‘in the naune of the Sixth All-—China labor Congress. This cable expressed 


sympathy for the overseas Chinese who "are oppressed overseas by the reactionary 
Kuomintang" and heartily welcomed he overseas laborers and personnel of the 
industrial and commer¢lal circles omong the overseas Chinese to came te the 
"JAberated areas and participate in the Communist industrial reconstruction. Te) 


In the session of 17 August, 1948 Li li-san represented the Presidium of the 
Congress in announcing the "Draft “esolutions Concerning the lLinployee~Laborer 
(Twade Union) Movement." These were passed with applause. These resolutions 
were actually the same in content 1s CH*EN Yun's repert on the "Present Aims 
of the Chinese Employee-Iaborer (‘trade Union) Movement." (See paragraph 10.) 
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4a, In the session of 20 August 1948 the election of members for the Executive 
Committee of the China National Union of Trade Unions took place. As 
vancpested by the Presidium of the Congress," 53 members and 20 alternate 
“embers for the Executive Committee were elected. As "sucpeated by the Presi-~ 
dium," the motion was passed to leave eight additional seats on the lxecutive 
Committes -~ six for members and two for alternates -~ for leaders ef trade 
woions of "ereas to be liberated (by the CCP) between the time of the present 
aceting of the Congress and the convocation of the next All-China Labor 
Congress." (See paragraphs 23 and 25 for a complete list and brief biography 
of the present members of the Executive Committee.) 


19, da the 21 August session LI Li-saa summarized the points of his own reports 
and of those made by KAO Kang and CH'EZN Yun on the present aims of the Chinese 
Dapleyee-Laborer (Trade Union) Movement and made these into final resolutions 
of the Congress; these of course were "passed" unaltered. These "resolutions" 
were not the result of discussions of the proposals made by the delegates to 
the congress but rather were the unification of the ideas and principles 
oreviously set up by a few key members of the Presidium, CCP members who are 
ardent leaders and advocates of the international labor movement. 


2, The elesing ceremony for the Congress took place on 22 August 1948. Chairman 
{40 Ning=~1 first announced the formal establishment of the China National Union 
of Trade Unions, then read aloud the names of the members of the Kxecutive 
Gonmittes.. Following this, LI Li-san represented the Executive Committee in 
ancouraging the "unity of all emplloyees and laborers under the banner of 
MAO Tse~tung;" CHU Hsueh-fan then echoed Li's words. Then General LIN Plao 

sepresented the Chinese Communist Party's Northeast Central Bureau (Chung Kung 
tune Pei Chung Yang Chu 3?” Je # 3k 'F KR | +) and gave a 
short spzech, encouraging the incxcase of all production, especially the pro- 
duetion of ammunition in the Liberated Areas and the protection of all machines 
‘in the Kaomintang-controlled areas so that they would not be destroyed by the 
Xuemintang before or during the avrival of the People’s Liberation Army and 
so that they would be able to function and produce as soon 4s the Feople's 
{fberation Army arrived, After a few other guests and delegates made short 
apeeches, the Congress was closed with the singing of The Internationale.
